ſtentation of this kingdome and countrey, with an ouerplus fit to be carried into foꝛraigne 
parts. And therefoꝛe his Maieſtie doth hereby expꝛeſly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all maner of per⸗ 
ſons whatſoeuer, That they, oꝛ anyotfthem, doe not from hencefoozth, vntill his Maieſties 
plealurr (hall be declared to the tontrary, by any wayes oꝛ meanes, dtrectly oꝛ indirectly at⸗ 
tempt oz pzeſume to carrie, conuey oꝛ tranſpoꝛt. oꝛ cauſe to be carried, conueyed oz tranſpoꝛted, 
noꝛ doe ſhippe oꝛ lade. o2 cauſe to bee ſhipped oꝛ laded to the intent to be carried, conneyed, oꝛ 
tranſpoꝛted out of this Realme of England, oꝛthe Domintons of wales, oz either ot them, oz 
out of any poꝛt, hauen creeke, oz place of lading oz bnlading within them oz either ol them, 
Any cozne oꝛ graine of what kind oꝛ ſoꝛt ſoeuer, vpon paine of his Highneſſe heauie mdignas 
tion and diſpleaſure, and ſuch paines and penalties as may be inflicted bpon the contemners of 
his Royall commandement. And likewiſe his Maieſtie doeth by theſe pzeſents charge 
and command all Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, Suruepoꝛs, and other S of 
all and fingular pozts, hauens, and other plates ot lading, that they doe not onely loꝛbeare to 
permit oꝛ ſuffer any entries to be made, oꝛ to giue any warrant foz tranſpoꝛtation of any toꝛne 
oꝛ graine into any the parts beyond the ſeas, but allo to be watchfull to pꝛeuent all F 
p:actiles, and deuites that (hall oz may be pꝛacttʒed, attempted, oz put in vꝛe, to the dekrau⸗ 
ding of the due perfozmanceofthishis Pateſties Pzoclamation,as theyandenery ot chem will 

anſwere the contrary at their perils. OY |
